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Summary 

Abelia serrata occurring on hills and mountains is very variable also in 
Shikoku. The plant treated as var. tomentosa which is covered densely with 
hairs is endemic in Kochi and Ehime Prefectures. Various forms are known in 
serpentine areas where Abelia serrata is one of the common species. For 
example, a race characterized by the leaves which are gland-dotted and viscid 
is found in Tokushima Prefecture. Besides, the abundant occurrence of f. 
obspathulata having small leaves in Kochi Prefecture is noticeable. These facts 
suggest the differentiation of Abelia serrata in serpentine areas. 
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
